the purpose of carrying on the war. 
If the money can be raised in this 
•way the subscribers will be paid for 
the use of the money. If the money 
can not be raised in this way it will 
undoubtedly be necessary to increase 
taxation 
sufficiently 
to raise 
the 


money.

trict by the treasury department and 
lias selected the pastors of the local 
churches as a committee to assist 
him in preparing a fitting observance 
of Liberty day. At a meeting of tho 
committee held Wednesday it was 
decided to have the patriotic observ- 
ance of the day start with a parade 
of the children Immediately after the 
close of school in the afternoon, the

Much Interest has been aroused

made by Mr. Hoover the state shell 
fish commissioner's office has been 
flooded with letters from fish dealers 
over the state asking if the law will 
be suspended in this state', and to 
those inquiries Fish Commissioner 
Williams has replied by saying that 
the law will be enforced to the letter 
just as nearly as his ofiice.can enforce 
it. 
Mr. "Williams 
answered 
Mr. 


Hoover's message by saying: 
"The 


law was passed by the legislature In 
good faith for the 
protection and 


preservation of the fish industry, and 
I am under oath to enforce the law. 
Besides, no one but the legislature 
of the state can repeal the law or 
change it, and to do so before the sea- 
son is closed it would be necessary for 
the governor to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature." 


Mr. Williams says: "Some dealers 


have asked the governor to repeal or 
suspend the law, forgetting that it 
is not within his power to do so. It 
would not bo a good precedent for 
myself or the governor to refuse to 
nforce the law, and should it be at- 
cmpted it would lead to much con- 
usion and disturbance in the future.

riends were greatly concerned as 


his fate. This anxiety was hap- 


ily relieved early last week upon re- 
eipt of official notice that he was 
ounded and a prisoner of war, and 
he news of his death was indeed a 
sad shock to his family 'and his 
undreds of friends. Pte. Baker was 
ne of Hespeler's finest and most pop- 
lar young men, and his death just in 
ie prime of young manhood on the 
erge of his 30th year, cuts short 
•hat promised to prove an especially 
right future. 
He had dedicated his 


fe to the service of bis Master, and 
as in his last year at Alberta col- 
•ge, when he answered his country's 
all and enlisted with the university 
rait for the P. P. L. I. He had been 
i France only a couple of months 
•hen he was 
wounded and taken 


risoner in a bombing raid. 
His 


eath will be greatly regretted here 
nd in the western field in which he 
aborcd as a missionary, and much 
ympathy is felt for his .parents and 
aniily in their sad loss." 


In the letter it is explained that 
e was taken prisoner July 3 and 
led July 6. The cablegram to his 
elatives announcing his death July 
was received Sept. 10. His parents 
ad a prisoner's field card written by 
im the day before he died. 
In addition to this blow it is stated 


n the letter that the youngest son 
f Mr. and Mrs. Baker, who was also 
ervlng with the Canadian army at 
he front, was wounded four times. 
May 3rd he was blown up in the 
ronches, the force'of the explosion 
slowing him high in the air. 
His 


ifie was blown to pieces and he was 
juried In' the debris following the 
xploslon. After being dug out he was 
akcn to a hospital in England and« 
IBS been there all the time since. 
n addition to bis wounds he submit- 
e<l to an operation for appendicits 
v couple of months ago and is just 
low able to be getting around some.

NEW WAR TAX ON 


RAILROAD TICKETS 


The new war tax on railroad 
Ickets becomes effective November 
, and is equivalent to 8% of the 
mount paid for transportation by 
ail or water; or by any form of me- 
hanical motor power by an estab- 
shed line when in competition with 
ail or water lines. It effects travel- 
rs between all points in the United 
itates, or from any such point to all 
oints in Canada or Mexico if the 
icket is sold in the United States. 


It does not effect fares between 


wo points which do not exceed 35c. 
On steamship tickets to Havana, plug 
he 8% tax on the rail line proportion 
hereof, a tax of *1 on the water line 
proportion will be collectible, on ac- 
ount of the destination being a for- 
eign port. 


On mileage books or script used for 
reimportation, which were bought 
before this tax becomes effective, or 
on cash tares paid on trains, the S% 
tax is payable to the conductor in. 
cash. However, If a ticket other th»n 
a mileage or script book Is bought 
and partially used before this act be- 
comes operative and effective. It shall 
not be taxed. If bought but not used 
before'-the act Is effective, It will not 
be valid for passage until the tax 


paid and properly evidenced on the 


ticket or mileage book. ' 


Conductors on trains have not prop- 


er facilities for recording such tax 
payments. Passengers on all lines 
are, therefore, urged to simplify mat- 
ters and avoid confusion for them- 
selves by buying tickets at station* 
or offices where such tickets are reg- 
ularly on sale. All ticket agents will 
be provided with quick means of 
recording, transportation 
tax 
pay- 


ments, and many delays will thereby 
be eliminated.

DEATH TO THE MOSQUITO.' 


AttMk the PMt by Warring Upon It. 


Breeding Place*. 


By doing away with breeding places, 


such ax tin cans, broken crockery and 
various receptacles that hold water. 
by the drainage of bodies of water live- 
ly to contain immature mosquitoes, by 
application of oil to bodies of water 
that cannot be drained or the intro- 
duction of fish uifAi, pools that cannot 
either-be drained Mr oiled million* of 
mosquitoes may be destroyed. 
-Water Is necessary for the life of 
the mosquito. The egps which are laid 
MI the surface of the water by the 
adult mosquito hatch iu from twenty- 
four hours-to set era) days, depending 
on the temperature. The larvae Issue 
from (he lower ends of the eggs and 
wriggle about iu the water. 


The larvae of the house mosquito 


rest with the tips of the abdomen at 
the surface of the water and the heads 
banging downwind. The larvae of the 
malaria fever mosquito lie parallel 
with the surface of the water to obtain 
air. In from one week to ten days 
they change to another form, the 
pupae, which have two respiratory 
tubes on the thorax. These pupae 
float hi tbe water and transform to 
adults in from five to six days. The 
adults winter in the dormant condi- 
tion. 


Tbe germ causing malaria fever has 


been carefully and repeatedly traced 
through its life history, and It has 
with certainty been found to pass a 
part of its existence hi man and pan 
IB the body of the mosquito. By tbe 
bite of the mosquito tbe malarial fever 
organism is transmitted to man. No 
practical methods have been devised 
to destroy adult mosquitoes. All suc- 
cessful methods so far have been to 
check their numbers by either doing 
away with hiding places or by destroy- 
big- the young mosquitoes. 


Kerosene oil applied to the water sur- 


face at tbe rate of one-half teacupful 
to one barrel of water or one ounce of 
kerosene to fifteen square feet of water 
Is sufficient to destroy any young mos- 
quitoes that might be present In the 
water. An application of the kerosene 
should be made every fifteen days.

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RANGE FINDING IN THE AIR. 


Artillery "Spotter*" Undergo an Hi- 


tsnu Nervous Strain. 


Artillery observation IB one of tbe 


most important branches of air serv- 
ice. So Indispensable Is tbe airman in 
connection with modern artillery that 
• noted authority recently stated that 
if one Bide bad airplane* while tbe 
other had none the world war would 
have been over In six months. 


Pilots and observers wort In con- 


junction with a battery. They arrange 
beforehand with tbe general staff Just 
where that battery Is to operate. If 
they are ordered to seek out an enemy 
battery that may be lodged at the end 
of a wood or In some concealed posi- 
tion the pilot maneuvers about under 
tbe instructions of the observer until 
the battery is spotted, whereupon its 
position is signaled back by.means of 
a wireless set to the battery com- 
mander. 


After notifying the battery to open 


flre the observer hangs over the posi- 
tion at a height of, say, 6,000 feet, to 
avoid the trajectory of the shells pass- 
Ing beneath his machine, and as tbe 
shells burst near the position under 
flre the observer notifies his battery 
bow short or how far ahead or how 
much to either side the shells are fall- 
Ing. The observer then orders the pi- 
lot to proceed over the next position, 
and tbe operation Is repeated. When 
the work is completed the airmen are 
ordered to return by means of signals 
in the form of canvas strips placed on 
the ground. 


All tbe while the observer is direct- 


Ing artillery flre his machine is being 
subjected to Intense bombardment by 
anti-aircraft guns, which are firing 
shrapnel shells by tbe hundreds. Fly 
Ing fragments of sbrapnel are all about 
tbe airmen—beneath them, all around 
them and above them. For three hours 
at times tbe airmen must endure this 
Intense bombardment, and there is no 
telling at what moment the tall of tbe 
machine or some other vital part may 
be blown away or when the machine 
may become wrapped In 8ames. The 
•work is most dangerous and nerve 
racking, and most of tbe pilots stutter 
after going through this ordeal. Some 
bave been known to be unable to 
screw a nut or a bolt, due to nervous 
ailment—Scientific American.

For Instance, tbe ordi- 
nary hour hand, set at eastern time, 
ia silver; a blue hand, set an hour 
back, represents central time; a red 
hand, for mountain time, is set two 
hours back, and a green hour band, 
three hours back, represents Pacific 
time. 


You can do this to your own watch. 


The jeweler will make a set of hands 
of these colors and alter your watch 
for a consideration of a few dollars.—

No Unit- 
ed States ship of war may pass Mount 
Veruon without paying that tribute of 
respect to the memory of Washington.

RELATIVE IN GERMAN PRISON 


AND WOUNDING OF HIS YOUNG 


BROTHER. 


C Ebenbeck, manager of the New 


Smyrna Dry Goods company's store 
on Magnolia street, has received from 
his sister, Mrs John S Baker, of 
Hespeler, Ont, Can, a letter telling ot 
the death ot her son In a German 
prison, and also enclosing a clipping 
from the Hespeler News, telling of 
the death 
The clipping reads as 


follows 


John S Baker on Monday received 


word that his son Pte Girtle L 
Baker of the P P L I had died of 
wounds on July 6th while a prisoner 
of war at Liniburg Germany 
Pte 


Baker was first reported missing on 
July 3, and naturally his parents and 
friends were greatly concerned as 
to his fate 
Thu anxiety was hap- 


pily relieved early last week upon re 
ceipt of official notice that he was 
wounded and a prisoner ot war and 
the news of his death was indeed a 
sad shock to his family and his 
hundreds of friends 
Pte Baker was 


one of Hespeler s finest and most pop

RAILROAD TICKETS 


The new war tax on railroad 


Tickets becomes effective November 


and Is equivalent to 8% of the 


amount paid for transportation by 
rail or water or by any form of me- 
hanical motor power by an estab- 
ished line when in competition wltb 
rail or water lines It effects travel 
rs between all points in the United 
States or from any such point to all 
points in Canada or Mexico if the 
ickct is sold in the United States 


It does not effect fares between 


wo points which do not exceed 35c. 
On steamship tickets to Havana, plug 
he 8% tax on the rail line proportion 
hereof a tax of *1 on the water line 
proportion will be collectible, on ac- 
count of the destination being a for- 
eign port 


On mileage books or script used for 


ransportation, 
which were bought 


before this tax becomes effective, or 
on cash tares paid on trains, the S% 
tax is payable to the conductor in 
cash However, If a ticket other than 
a mileage or script book Is bought 
and partially used before this act be- 
comes operative and effective, it shall 
not be taxed 
If bought but not used

DEATH TO THE MOSQUITO.' 


AttMk the Peet by Warring Upon It* 


Breeding Places. 


By doing away with breeding places, 


such ax tin cans, broken troik«ry am 
various receptacles that hold wnter 
by tbe drainage of bodle* of water like- 
ly to contain immature mosquitoes, b> 
application of oil to bodies of water 
that cannot be drained or the intro- 
duction of fish uitt. pools that cannot 
either-be drained Hr oiled million* of 
mosquitoes may be destroyed. 


Water Is necessary for tbe life of 


the mosquito. Tbe eggs n bk-h are laid 
on the surface of the water by the 
adult mosquito hatch in from twenty- 
four hours-to set era) days, depending 
on the temperature. The larvae Issue 
from the lower ends of the eggs and 
wriggle about in the water. 


The larvae of the house mosquito 


rest with the tips of tbe abdomen at 
the surface of the water and the heads 
banging downwind. Tbe larvae of the 
malaria fever mosquito lie parallel 
with the surface of the water to obtain 
air. In from one week to ten days 
they change to another form, the 
pupae, which have two respiratory 
tubes on the thorax. These pupae 
float hi tbe water and transform to 
adults In from file to six days. The 
adults winter in the dormant condi- 
tion. 


The germ causing malaria fever has 


been carefully and repeatedly traced 
through its life history, and It has 
with certainty been found to pass a 
part of its existence in man and pan 
In the body of the mosquito. By the 
bite of tbe mosquito tbe malarial fever 
organism is transmitted to man. No 
practical methods bine been devised 
to destroy adult mosquitoes. All suc- 
cessful methods so far have been to 
check their numbers by either doing 
away with hiding places or by destroy 
Ing the young mosquitoes. 


Kerosene oil applied to the water sur- 


face at tbe rate of one-half teacupful 
to one barrel of water or one ounce of 
kerosene to fifteen square feet of water 
Is sufficient to destroy any young mos 
qnlroes tlnil migbt be present In the 
water 
An application of the kerosene 


should be made every fifteen days.

Artillery "Spotter*" Undergo an Hi- 


tens* Nervous Strain. 


Artillery observation Is one of the 


most Important branches of air serv- 
ice So Indispensable u tbe airman in 
connection with modern artillery that 
• noted authority recently stated that 
if oue aide had airplane* while the 
other had none the world war would 
have been over in six months. 


Pilots and obaeners work la con 


junction with a battery They arrange 
beforehand with tbe general staff j 
where that battery Is to operate. If 
they are ordered to seek out an enemy 
battery that may be lodged at the end 
of a wood or In some concealed post 
tlou the pilot maneuvers about nude 
the Instructions of the observer unti 
the battery is spotted, whereupon its 
position is signaled back by means of 
a wireless set to the battery com 
mander. 


After notifying the battery to open 


flre the observer hangs over the posi 
tlon at a height of, say, 6,000 feet, to 
avoid the trajectory of the shells pass 
ing beneath big machine, and as tbe 
shells burst near the position under 
flre tbe observer notifies bis battery 
bow short or how far ahead or how 
much to either side the shells are fall 
Ing The observer then orders the pi 
lot to proceed over the next position 
and tbe operation Is repeated. When 
the work is completed the airmen are 
ordered to return by means of signals 
in the form of canvas strips placed on 
the ground 
All tbe while the observer is direct- 


ing artillery flre his machine Is being 
subjected to Intense bombardment by 
anti-aircraft 
guns, which are firing 


shrapnel shells by the hundreds Fly- 
ing fragments of shrapnel are all aboul 
the airmen—beneath them, all around 
them and above them For three hours 
at times tbe airmen must endure this 
Intense bombardment, and there is no 
telling at what moment the tall of the 
machine or some other vital part may 
be blown away or when the machine 
may become wrapped In 8ames 
The 


•work is most dangerous and nene 
racking, and most of tlic pilots stutter 
after going thiough this ordtal Some 
have been known to be unable to 
ecrevv a nut or a bolt, due to umous 
ailment—Scientific American

A Tribute of Reaped to the Memory ef 


Washington. 


When the Mayflower, bearing the 


French commissioners to the United 
States up the Potomac to Washington, 
passed Mount Vernou we were told 
itj the newspapers 'that tbe crew of 
the vessel were drawn up at salute 
and the ship's bell wan tolled. Marshal 
Joffre was particularly touched b> this 
ceremonial, and as toe yacht passed 
on up the river he walked to the stern 
and stood silently watching the old 
mansion until it was bidden from view. 


What the newspapers did not tell us 


and what many Americans do not 
know is that the ceremony that BO im- 
pressed our distinguished visitors has 
been for a great many years prescrib- 
ed by tbe naval regulations No Unit- 
ed States ship of war may pass Mount 
Veruon without paying that tribute of 
respect to tbe memory of Washington 


As the vessel approaches the beauti- 


ful old place the commander orders 
the bugler to "Sound to quarters." 
The crew, officers and men hurry to 
their places, the word passes to form 
along the side of the ship that faces 
Mount Vernon and to stand at atten- 
tion. As the ship cornea abreast of 
the mansion the command "Salute!" 
rings out Every man raises Us right 
hand to his cap and holds it there 
while the ship's bell tolls twenty-one 
times, once for each gun of the na- 
tional salute 


"Sound the retreat!" comes the order 


as the last stroke of the bell trembles
